Proprietary Goods and the Contract 
Plan.

The columns your paper having been freely 
opened the discussion what known the 
contract plan applied proprietary goods, 
and this subject appears still but imper- 
perfectly understood many interested therein, 
desire occupy much your space ite 


further consideration may necessary 
the whole matter its light and 
bearings before public. 


The Western Wholesale Prug Association has 
had this subject under careful examination, 
through its appropriate committee, for several 
years, and during their recent extensive tour 
among proprietors, they were able throw 
much new light upon the matter, and induce 
large number favorably consider and adopt 
the plan. 


They virtually asked the proprietors arbitra- 
fix the price which their goods should 
sold the jobber the retailer, give 
first reasonable wholesale profit, and the 
same time leave large and satisfactory margin 
not less than fifty per cent the 
other words, proprietors were asked extend 
the system arbitrary and fixed prices, with 
which their goods are first placed upon the mar- 
ket, over all subsequent sales, carrying the prin- 
ciples that govern this branch business 
their legitimate ends, instead abandoing them, 
heretofore, after they leave the proprietor’s 
hands. And this the contract 
the binding the purchaser the proprie- 
tor,by written contract over his own signature, 
not resell the goods bought less thana 
stated price, the strict observance which en- 
titles the buyer rebate settlement, which 
cannot claim fails keep his agreement. 
This more than the carrying one step fur- 
ther the principles which all proprietary 
goods are first sold, and entirely accordance 
with the laws that insure success their hand- 
ling. new innovation, but simply 
healthy extension the already established and 
admitted methods. self respect indepen- 
dence the part the jobber forfeited 
selling prescribed prices that has not al- 
ready experienced when making his purchases 
the proprietor. simply completes the 

plan branding specialities which has here 
tofore been commenced but left unfinished. 

will doubtless asserted that this agree- 
ment however honestly entered into, will 
some cases broken. Possibly stock infractions 
may occasionally occur, though may fairly 
asserted that honest man after agreeing 
writing observe certain stipulations, will 
violate his contract. But cannot insure per- 
fection any undertaking this uncertain 
world. The experience large houses who have 
conducted their affairs this plan successfully 
for several years, assures that 
and adds tothe profits well the 
care aud comfort conducting business. The 
violation that may occur will done secret. 
manner and confined limited territory scarcely 
effecting the general prosperity trade, and 
will soon pointed out and corrected. 


The necessity this course becomes more ap- 
parent when come consider the peculiar 
condition this class goods when thrown up- 
the market never varying price and then 
left the merciless and sharp competition 
which permeates every department modern 
business. They are soon forced down un- 
remunerative prices. They are now, and have 
been for long time, down low, that they 
not return the dealer more than one-third 
the actual cost conducting his business. This 
difficulty the natural inheritance proprietory 
goods. the cost price were not invariable 
and fixed one and they were subject the same 
laws that govern the prices general merchan- 
dise, which vary accordance with supply and 
demand, the dealer judicious purchase the 
proper time, could secure margin profit 
advance first cost.

The following interesting article this

will believe chemistry when can reform 
what has the illustrious 
citizen Geneva was alive our days 
would come the conclusion that was time 
believe it, because there doubt that 
chemical synthesis has greatly progressed since 
1789, from Which date many great men bave 


effectei during the first half the 19th cen- 
tury, attempting the same time give the 
practical results obtained Berthelot his 
intrepid march this new field chemical 
creation. 

Lavoisier was the first operate synthesis 
when, after having decomposed the atmospheric 
air, tried show the evidence his anly- 
sis. 


Encouraged this first made his 
researches the composition water and 
succeeded convincing those who until then 
been obstinately attached the 
Aristotle, that water twu 
gases, hydrogen and oxygen. Here also oper- 
ated synthesis and produced notable quanti- 
ties water. 

France was Gay Lussac and Thenard. 
England, Davy, who later made the synthesis 
acid. 

The synthesis water was made Gay Lus- 
sac Humboldt with the aid the 
eudiometer; Berzelias and Dulong did the 
application hydrogen and oxide copper, 
and Mr. Dumas suceeeded perfecting the prim- 
itive method such way that the composition 
water was fixed with the greatest exactitude. 

Lavoisier, and after him MM. Dumas and 
Stass succeeded determining the synthetic 
method, the constitution carbonic acid gas. 
MM, and Bertier reformed many 
mineral compounds. 1847 Ebelman repro- 
duced salicates and aluminates exactly like those 
produced naturally. Senarmont succeed 
1849 reforming several minerals syn- 
thetic processes. 

The first conquest science ever made over na 
ture organic chemistry dated from 1829, 
when the celebrated chemist Woehler, uniting 
ammonia with acid formed urea, the es- 
sential substance contained the urine human 
and animal beings. 

Kolbe, with sulphur and carbone produced 
chloracetic acid; Melseus treating the 
latter acid with amalgam potassium repro- 
duced the acetic acid vinegar, organic 
compound which exists combined with the basis 
great many vegetables. 

Pelouze and Gelis reformed the butyrine, 
substance existing butter, Chevreul has 
demonstrated. 1845 Wertheim, Will 
and Gerhard reformed the essence mustard 
combining the essence garlic with sulphocy- 
anhydric acid. 

Next these distinguished savants, Berthe- 
lot took emminent place applying his re- 
searches the least advanced part 
organic chemistry. 


After six years assiduous researches and ex- 
periments succeeded reproducing exactly 
and artificially great number organic sub- 
stances. 

August, 1850, taking basis some previ- 
ous researches Kolbe and Melseus, de- 
monstrated that submitting acetic acid the 
action red heat, naphthaline, benzine and 
probably phenic acid are produced. 


The next year the occasion his great work 
the action the acids, the chlorides and heat 
the essence turpentine, produced the 
ethylic alkalies the reaction bicarbonated 

Later published his researches the 
combinations glycerine with acids and 
the essence turpentine. September, 
1853, presented the Academy 
Sciences long report the combination 
glycerine with the the synthesis 
the immediate principles animal fats, which 
relates its successes the reformation 
stearin, margarin and olein combining glyc- 
cerine with the stearic, margaric and oleic acids. 
His next interesting paper was the formation 
compound ethers, the combinations 
ether with the acids. The 15th January, 1855, 
Berthelot made the synthesis 
succeeded reforming this body, which until 
then had only been produced through fermenta- 
tion, that mysterious operation during 
which sugar under the action ferment 
transformed into carbonic acid gas and alcohol 
and which has been brilliantly elucidated since 
the researches Pasteur; Berthelot com- 
bined the olefiant gas, bicarburretted hydrogen, 
one the gases formed the calcination 
bituminous coal with water and reformed al. 

has already been known for long time that 
when with body that absorbs water readily, 
like sulphuric acid, two equivalents water are 
taken from alcohol, olefiant gas develops itself, 
when the other side the sulphuric acid 
drated. 


Now, Berthelot did exactly the opposite 
Taking hydrogen solution 
with sulphuric acid, treated this mixture with 
water: the bicarburretted hydrogen uniting it- 
self with two equivalents water. was 


This work became the subject report made 
Thenard, two weeks after the memoir 
Berthelot had been published the Aeademy 
Sciences. say that Thenard, 
standing his great age, took this pains honored 
the then young chemist, for his researches.
